What I strive to achieve 
are designs that are beautiful in their functionality.’ 

WHICH TIMBERS DO YOU PREFER TO WORK WITH? 

‘We have a lot of wonderful woods here in the UK. Oak is a very 
special timber. Functionally, it’s hard-wearing - it has beautiful 
colour and real majesty both as a tree and as a timber; it feels like 
an honour to be working with it. Ash is another wood we use a lot 
of. Straight and clean, with a very striking growth ring, it’s the 
best for steam bending, which is something I’m exploring again 
for the first time in a few years.’

BaekgroundJhe staple of cafes worldwide, the deceptively simple 214 was 
born when Prussian craftsman Thonet discovered how to bend wood without 
having to laminate it first. Made from six pieces of steam-bent beech, ten screws 
and two nuts, the No 14 chair (as it was originally called) was easily manufactured, 
packed and sent round the globe to be reassembled (it was the first flat-pack 
piece of furniture - almost 100 years before Ikea’s self-assembly range began). 
By 1930, more than 50 million chairs had been sold. Famous fans of the 
revolutionary design included Lenin, Einstein, Brahms and Picasso. Le Corbusier 
said of it, ‘Never before was something more elegant... and more fit for practical 
use’. Today, the chair is considered the most successful industrial product in the 
history of mass-production and is still being made in more or less the same way 
by the fifth generation of Thonets in Germany. The knotted version was created 
for the 150th anniversary in 2009 - literally, a clever twist on the classic.

‘I operate an open-house 
policy on New Year’s Eve, 

says Melanie Ireland. ‘Anyone who’s on their own is welcome! 

It can be such a depressing night when everyone else is 
celebrating, so I invite my single friends, we get dressed up, 
enjoy a fantastic dinner, then set off fireworks from the roof 
terrace. It’s an amazing way to start the year.’ 

With a glamorous staircase that’s just made for sweeping 
down, wood floors ideal for dancing across and white walls 
that set off a designer dress to perfection, there couldn’t be a 
more perfect place for a party. But this stunning townhouse 
isn’t just a one-night wonder - it enjoys a 365-days-per-year 
existence as a family home and work space too. 

English-born Melanie bought the Antwerp property 15 
years ago and it’s where her daughters Milan and Rae have 
grown up. The family lives on the top four storeys, with the 
ground floor occupied by Melanie’s design studio. She 
previously created fashion collections for the Belgian 
womenswear brand Anvers, but launched her own children’s 
clothing line called Simple Kids when she became a mum. 

‘Of course, my girls never wanted to wear the clothes I made 
when they were younger,’ Melanie says with a laugh. ‘Now 
they do, but they’re too big to fit into the children’s sizes!’ 
Fortunately, she has a huge wardrobe they can raid instead. . . 

The house dates back to the late 19th century, but wears 
its modern, multitasking persona well. The scale of the 
building helps - graceful floor-to-ceiling windows flood each 
room with light; high ceilings give its occupants space to 
breathe; floors seem to go on forever. ‘Despite its size, it’s 
important to me that the house is functional and every room 
is used - when a space is left empty, it feels cold and dies a 
little,’ says Melanie. ‘I’m divorced, so when the girls aren’t 
with me, my home still has to feel alive and warm. I’ve opened 
it up to make the most of the light and original features, but 
I’ve also added soft fabrics and rich textures that I pick up on 
my travels to ensure it stays cosy and inviting.’ 

From the moment Melanie first saw the house, she was 
seduced by its faded glamour. Bombed during the First World 
War, it was completely rebuilt in 1924 with the original 
plasterwork, wrought-iron balustrade and herringbone 
flooring restored. But the electrics and plumbing were in dire 
need of replacement and Melanie also wanted to take down 
some walls to make the most of the space. Renowned Belgian 
architect Vincent Van Duysen helped her to design the new 



layout and plan the refurbishment, with the work taking a 
year to complete. ‘I wanted the finished look to be timeless,’ 
says Melanie, ‘so I pared everything back, with just a very few 
materials recurring throughout - Carrara marble, unvarnished 
wood, glass - and a palette of black, white and taupe. When I 
go out. I’ll pair a simple black dress with a gold handbag. 

Here, the bling is a gilt mirror on a marble fireplace.’ 

With such an understated background, Melanie might 
have been tempted to fill the space with colour and statement 
furniture. But this interior is an exercise in restraint - and an 
example of how a lack of funds can lead to the most creative 
design decisions. ‘I didn’t have the budget to fill the walls with 
giant canvases - 1 put my money into buying the best sofa I 
could instead,’ Melanie says, smiling. ‘I also seriously 
underestimated how hard it is to furnish such a big house. 

I would buy a bunch of flowers and they would seem to 
disappear, the curtains needed to be really long and heavy to 
suit the scale of the windows; the chairs had to be oversized 
so they didn’t get lost in a room; I bought the longest dining 
table I could find. Fortunately, it means the house retains 
the air of tranquillity I fell in love with.’ 

Until the fireworks go off on New Year’s Eve, that is. The 
rest of the year, Melanie and her girls can sit back and enjoy 
the slow-burn style of their beautiful home in peace.

‘Unconventional 




- that’s how the interior of this house had to be,’ 
says Sandrine Ziegler-Munck of the home she 
shares with her husband Herve Munck and 


children Paul and Fleur. Built in 1908 in the French 
city ofMulhouse, the handsome property boasts 
proportions that are more ballroom than bijou. 
The couple adored it at first viewing, but were 
wary of letting its turn-of-the-century elegance 
dictate the design pace. ‘I was afraid of it looking 
too bourgeois and posh!’ says Sandrine. ‘I didn’t 
want to create a home that felt very classical’ 

The solution? Sandrine wove a creative mix 
of witty details and quirky design ideas into the 
elegant rooms. ‘I have tried to mix and match 
pieces that are younger, more fun and not at all 
conventional,’ she says. Now, shelves in the 
library have sections painted an egg-yolk yellow 
and Sandrine ’s own wonderful murals, made 
from stretched polymer (or fabric), bring the vast 
walls and ceilings to life. ‘It’s about changing the 
rules and pushing the boundaries,’ she says. 

Getting the property to its current, striking, 
state, took around eight months of work. When 
Sandrine and Herve bought it in October 2012, it had been lived 
in by the same man all his life - a mixed blessing. ‘The house was 
largely untouched,’ says Sandrine. ‘It hadn’t been modernised 
at all, so it had lots of details to die for - gorgeous ceilings, 
mouldings and the show-stopping staircase.’ But while original 
features were preserved, everything else had been neglected. ‘It 
was crying out for someone to transform it,’ says Sandrine. 

This transformation involved taking down a wall in the 
kitchen to create a family dining space, but, otherwise, Sandrine 
and Herve maintained the original configuration. ‘It was already 
so beautiful and the proportions so good, it would have been a 
shame to change it,’ says Sandrine. There was still plenty to do, 
though. All 52 windows were replaced, floors were sanded and 
crumbling ceilings repaired, with the family living in the house 
for the last five months of work. ‘That was absolutely awful!’ says 
Sandrine, gulping. ‘Dirty, noisy and up to ten different workmen 
coming in and out all daylong! All forgotten now, though. . .’ 

As work progressed, steering the house away from the stuffy 
was one priority; making its dimensions work for a family of four 
became another. ‘It’s a big house, double the size of our last 
home, and there was a risk we could lose ourselves in it,’ says 
Sandrine. Clever additions, such as the swing on the landing, 
make the vast space wonderfully interactive for Paul, Fleur and 
their friends, while a sound-absorbing lining fitted to the walls 
and ceiling in the living and dining rooms helps these huge 
spaces feel intimate. ‘It muffles noise and really improves the 
ambience,’ says Sandrine. So when 12 family members gather 
round the table for Christmas dinner or friends come to chill out 


with drinks on New Year’s Eve, all you will hear is the warm hum 
of chatter, not an unappealing echo. 

Another cosy-making factor is colour. The family’s last home, 
which was featured in Livingetc in April 2012 , was a blizzard of 
fresh white. ‘But white would be too cold here,’ says Sandrine. 
Instead, a gentle palette of greys helps warm the large rooms, 
while a cobalt blue creates a vibrant welcome in the hallway. 

‘The colours are soft on the whole, with a shot of energy when 
you first come in,’ says Sandrine. In fact, you could read that blue 
as a mission statement. 


‘From the outside, this house looks very elegant, but when 
people come in, there’s a real “wow!” moment. It shouts: expect 
the unexpected here!’ says Sandrine. ‘That was my challenge -to 
create a surprise. I think I managed it! ’

'Change equals 
excitement’ 

says fashion stylist Scott Newkirk. ‘I thrive on it, along with 
impermanence.’ And he embraces both with gusto. ‘I don’t think 
of myself as confined to one way of thinking, or one job, or one 
anything - I’m curious and looking around me all the time.’ 

For proof, take a look around his Brooklyn apartment, where 
Scott has filled the walls with childhood drawings and artwork 
by friends. He’s also piled flea-market finds on top of a small 
library’s worth of books on the floor, which get moved every so 
often in an ever-changing furniture dance. 

‘I don’t like spaces that are too finished,’ Scott explains. ‘The 
arrangement of pictures on the walls is unplanned - 1 just started 
with one nail, then the next. When I did the same for a client, she 
said to me, “You’re not measuring anything!” And I thought, “Way 
to take the fun out of things. . .’” 

It’s easy to understand Scott’s zeal for surrounding himself 
with his belongings, rather than hiding them away. His previous 
home - a Manhattan studio - was ten times smaller than this 
one, so he kept his pictures, mementos and covetable furniture 
in a rented storage unit. He was only able to take stock of them 
when he moved in here. ‘I started unpacking boxes and the space 
came to life,’ he says of the apartment, which was originally a 
Masonic temple, before becoming a workshop for making movie 
screens and then a disco in the Seventies. ‘Now I walk through 
my home and it’s like walking through an autobiography’ 

Scott’s intimate approach to his interior is also an antidote to 
his work as a fashion stylist, where he’s guided by other people’s 
visions. ‘Styling can be restrictive, so having an apartment where 
I can be more free is refreshing - and vital,’ he says. ‘At home, you 
can really create a story of your life, and how you live it, by what 
you have and how you present it.’ 

Thanks to its four-and-a-half-metre-high ceilings and airy 
vibe, Scott’s two-storey apartment feels more like an open-plan 
townhouse. On the first floor, only a hessian curtain separates 
the living and sleeping areas. ‘I needed something with some 
depth and texture,’ he says of the flowing, floor-to-ceiling drape. 
‘I’ve always liked using materials and things that aren’t luxurious 
- and forcing them to be so. When you get such a stretch of 
hessian in one space, it’s pretty awesome.’ 

This appreciation of natural materials can also be seen in his 
furniture, which includes gnarled wood seats and old timber 
blocks used in the construction of Japanese houses, which Scott 
now employs as side tables in the living room. ‘Before I even 
moved in, I imagined this space would feel like a beautiful 
Parisian art studio,’ he says. ‘It wasn’t so much a home, but a place 
where things would be collected, yet that was still comfortable 
enough to have people drop round.’ 

And he has plenty of buddies. In fact, along with adding new 
finds to the decor, one of Scott’s favourite things to do in his 
home is to have friends over. ‘It’s like sharing this really cool 
friend you’ve met with them,’ he says. ‘You don’t know whether 
they’ll get on or not, but you just want them to meet each other.’ 

After more than 30 years in the fashion industry - and more 
than two decades living in Manhattan - Scott’s Brooklyn home 
also marks a transition in his personal and professional life. He 
has started doing more interiors work and recently designed 
a range of furniture (the day bench is one of his creations). 
However, he already feels the urge to shake things up at home, 
potentially with another move sometime in the future. ‘I feel a 
little restless, which some people think of as a negative, but with 
impermanence comes spontaneity and growth,’ he says. ‘It’s not 
like I’m looking for something I haven’t found. I’m just looking. . .’

Claude and Jean-Michel de Boysson’s exuberant two-bedroom 
townhouse doesn’t hold back. In fact, it’s hard to know where to look 
first when there are so many gorgeous and glorious features to take in 
in each room. With its hybrid of vintage and modern furniture, 
expressive art, distinctive accessories and assured use of colour, 
dominated by the varying tones of blue, every corner of this 
19th-century home tells a story. From storm-cloud indigo to sunnier 
cobalt and fresh turquoise, Claude has replicated the gamut of 
seasonal skies, choosing to daub them on walls as a dramatic 
backdrop or dot them here and there for a glint of drama. 

Being a painter from a family of artists, Claude has an instinctive 
understanding of colour and says she drew on those skills as a starting 
point when renovating this building. ‘The rug in the living/dining area 
is an old Iranian piece that I love. I took that as inspiration for the rest 
of the decorating,’ she says. ‘I’d rather have one single colour in the 
house, changing in shade, than a completely different colour in each 
room. I feel that when you use tone, it unites the whole thing and is 
still interesting.’ 

Even so, Claude is savvy enough to appreciate that an overdose of 
blue can create a chilly effect. Clever lighting, smatterings of gold and 
key pieces of furniture in warm woods, such as walnut and teak, not 
only lighten the mood, but also provide a sumptuous edge to the 
general feel of things. ‘I want our space to be inviting,’ she adds.“^

It took two years for Claude and Jean-Michel to find a house that 
met their brief: ‘We didn’t want a typical Bordeaux property - they tend 
to be narrow and have loads of floors,’ says Claude. ‘We liked this place 
as it had the potential for a large living area on the first floor, opening 
on to a beautiful terrace. It feels more like a big flat than a house.’ 

Working alongside architect David Hybre, Claude set about 
reinventing the original layout. The first major step was to remove the 
restrictive walls. ‘Previously, the house had been rented out, so it was 
in a very bad state,’ she says. ‘But I knew I wanted to open it all up and 
flip the layout to put the living area on the terrace side. That meant 
light and landscape could play a part in the overall character of the 
place. I can’t tell you how different it made everything feel. Suddenly, 
it came alive.’ 

Although the restoration introduced the best of contemporary 
living, with its swim-a-width bathtub, gargantuan glass-boxed shower 
and kitchen that veers towards Zen-like simplicity, Claude has still 
managed to nurture the more traditional elements of her home. ‘We 
tried to preserve its soul a little,’ she says. ‘We kept the original 
staircase, the cast-iron radiators and the incredible hallway, with its 
tiled floor. I like to have a mixture of influences - contrasting the 
building itself and with the extra bits that go in it.’ 

Cast an eye over the dazzling mix of trimmings and trinkets and 
you’ll find an unconventional display of Brazilian and Scandinavian 
pieces alongside vintage finds. ‘I’m always on the lookout for anything 
unusual,’ says Claude with a smile. ‘There’s nothing I like more than 
scouting around a flea market. The mirrors hanging opposite the 
dining table come from a Saint- Ouen market. They are so unusual and 
originally from an Eighties hotel. Fabulous!’ 

But, above all, Claude feels her home opens its arms to her family 
-whatever the weather, whatever the time of year. ‘It just works on 
every level,’ she says. ‘In summer, we rarely close the glass doors, so 
we can enjoy the extra expanse of the terrace. Then, during the 
winter, we light a fire, get cosy and retreat into the sanctuary of this 
amazing place. It’s our haven.’

A LIFE IN DESIGN 


NICKY H ASLAM 


The darling of interior design on decorating for the stars, his dislike of 
‘cheap Italian hotels’ and why he’s ditched nightclubs in favour of writing 


Interview - Charlotte Luxford 



nowin my flat in London! But, really, it was just doing 
bits for myself and then working for friends and so on. 
You worked in the magazine industry before you 
became a designer. How did that come about? 

I was going to start a nightclub in London and the man 
putting the money in said I ought to see what the clubs 
were like in New York. So I went to America with David 
[Bailey] and Jean [Shrimpton] and it turned out I was 
offered this wonderful job in Vogue’s art department 
- and I didn’t come back for 11 years! Diana Vreeland 
was made editor not long after I joined and became 
an instant friend - she encouraged me to do this 
magazine on my own called Show. I worked with Diane 
Arbus, Richard Avedon, David Bailey - all those great 
photographers. David was my closest friend at the 
time, he was amazing. So beautiful - and inventive. 

You were also friends with lots of designers - did 
they influence your work? 

David Hicks’s geometries were inspiring, but I’ve only

How did you get into interior design? 

When I was young, there were no interior-design 
schools, you just joined an antiques shop and learnt it 
by pinning up mauve curtains with an old lady! You 
could say doing up my room at Eton was the start of it. 
I decorated it with an ostrich-plume pelmet and a fake 
grass carpet that I’d bought from a flower seller in 
Eaton Square. I’ve actually got a similar grass carpet

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ever ripped off one other decorator and that’s US 
designer Stephen Sills - he’s got such wonderful style. 
How would you describe your own style? 

No good decorator has a set look, they adapt. I’ve got 
a signature rather than a style - I’m sort of fearless 
and I like to surprise. I think it’s important to make 
rooms that people look wonderful in. That’s the whole 
point of decorating - to make people look pretty. 

Are there any interiors styles you don 'f like? 

People seem obsessed with the Fifties at the moment, 
which just makes me think of all that terrible stuff you’d 
find in cheap Italian hotels. They always had lamp 
shades made from parchment paper. Don’t get me 
wrong, good Thirties or Fifties stuff - such as pieces 
by Jean-Michel Frank and Gib Ponti - is great. 

Which modern designers do you admire? 

The work of Veere Grenney is very nice. Also, 
my former assistant Beata Fleuman. I think it’s 
becoming easier to design because there’s a 
trend for more liberal interiors. 

Do you have any design rules? 

Avoid cliches - don’t automatically fill in either 
side of a fireplace with bookshelves - put them 
in corners to give the room a different shape. You 
can make a room look higher by painting the 
edge of the cornicing inside the ceiling - height 
is important. Also, don’t have white ceilings... 

I mean, if you have to, go for off-white. 

Any other tips about colour? 

I like doing the floor the same hue as the walls and 
the ceiling. My favourite colour is one I call ashes 
of lilac - a lovely grey, browny, mauvy hue. 

Strangely enough, Elastoplast is a fantastic colour. 

My country home is basically painted in that 
browny-pink tone - it’s very flattering. 

What about pattern? 

When you say pattern, I think of checks or 
flowers, which is very Nina Campbell. I’m not so 
keen on that, but whatever you do, you don’t 
need matching patterns - it should all be a 
surprise. Bernard Thorp has wonderful designs, 
but you can find fun fabrics rifling through 
Indian shops - Southall Market’s a riot for that. 

You recently redecorated your London 
apartment - what's it like? 

I wanted it to look undecorated in a funny sort of 
way. I only bought two new bits - a big chandelier 
and my sofa man made me a bespoke piece - 
otherwise I just used the stuff I’d had in storage for 
years. I didn’t want anything too precious. 

What's been your most memorable project? 

I’ve done work for Ringo Starr, Bryan Ferry, Rupert 
Everett, Mick Jagger, so many - Mick has wonderful 
taste, a great eye for objects. But the project I loved 
most was probably former financier Natasha 
Kagalovsky’s home on the King’s Road - she was 
such a wonderful person to work for. I often think it’s 
the client that makes the project. 

And the best moments in your career? 

Seeing my first project in Vogue was very exciting and 
being able to employ such great photographers was 
fabulous. I’ve got a photo that Diane Arbus gave me 
that’s worth megabucks, which is a step in the right 
direction - especially after selling my Andy Warhol 
when I was broke in the Seventies! 

Do you still enjoy a good party? 

I don’t really go out much. I write quite a lot - I do a 
diary piece for The Spectator each week and I always 
have something on the go.

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Shaker kitchen 

Designer Anonymous. 

Baekgroundl\\\s timeless yet simple design was first produced by the 
18th-century Quakers, who were also called ‘Shakers’ because of their 
animated form of worship. They shunned furniture with any embellishment 
in favour of humble, functional pieces that echoed their modest lifestyle. 

Also known as ‘Friends of the Light’, the Quakers believed in bringing 
light where there was darkness - and their kitchens reflected this ambition. 
Pre-electricity kitchens were often sombre places, so Shaker furniture was 
made from pale woods such as mapleTnd sometimes^inted in bright 
colours. Quaker homes had to accommodate communal activities such 
as prayer and chairs would be hung on wooden pegs that ran around 
^ the room, making the floor space available for the congregation. 

As the decades passed, the Victorians adapted the classic Shaker look, 
adding glass-fronted cabinets to show off the contents. By the end of the 
19th century, artists from the Arts and Crafts movement, including its 
leading member William Morris, were also influenced by the Quakers’ 
utilitarian ideals. Today, Shaker kitchens have gone back to their roots, with 
a revival of the unfitted style and wooden peg rails of the earliest designs.

• 3kg boneless pork loin, trimmed 

• 40g sea salt flakes 

• extra-virgin olive oil, for brushing 
FOR THE SOUR CHERRY STUFFING 

• 1 tablespoon extra-virgin olive oil 

• 1 small onion, finely chopped 

• 2 cloves garlic, crushed 

• 2 tablespoons thyme leaves 

• 210gfresh sourdough breadcrumbs 

• 1 egg 

• 1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

• 35g shelled unsalted pistachios, 
chopped 

• 80ml (2 good tablespoons) sour 
cherry relish (see recipe overleaf) 

• sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

• Score the pork skin at 1cm intervals. 
Rub with 2 tablespoons of the salt and 
refrigerate, uncovered, for 2-3 hours. 

• While the pork is resting, make the 
sour cherry stuffing. Heat the oil in a 
frying pan over a medium heat. Add 
the onion, garlic and thyme and cook 
for 5-6 minutes, or until lightly golden. 

• Transfer the mixture to a bowl, add 
the breadcrumbs, egg, mustard, 
pistachios, cherry relish and seasoning 
and mix well to combine. Set aside. 

• Preheat the oven to 220°C/gas mark 7. 
Brush the salt from the pork and pat 
dry with absorbent paper. Turn the 
pork, skin-side down, and spread with 
the stuffing. Roll to enclose and secure 
with kitchen string. Brush the skin with 
the oil and rub with the remaining salt. 

• Place the pork on a rack in a baking 
dish lined with non-stick baking paper 
and roast for 25 minutes. Reduce the 
temperature to 200°C/gas mark 6 and 
roast for a further 30-40 minutes, or 
until cooked to your liking. Cover with 
foil and allow to rest for 15 minutes. 
Remove the string and slice to serve.

• sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 


• Preheat the oven to 200°C/gas 
mark 6. Place the potatoes and garlic 
in a large saucepan of salted water over 
a high heat, cover and bring to the 
boil. Reduce the heat to medium and 
cook for 8-10 minutes, or until just 
tender. Drain well and return to the 
saucepan. Cover and shake the pan to 
fluff the edges of the potatoes. 

• Place the potatoes, garlic, sage, oil 
and seasoning on a baking tray lined 
with non-stick baking paper and toss 
to combine. Roast for 50-60 minutes, 
turning every 20 minutes, or until the 
potatoes are golden and crunchy.

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Shortbread and 
raspberry slice ^ 


Serves 6-8 

• 20 small store-bought 
sponge fingers 

• 125ml orange-flavoured liqueur 

• 250g fresh raspberries, to serve 
FOR THE RASPBERRY JELLY 

• 2 tablespoons gelatine powder 

• 1.5 litres cranberry juice 

• 220g caster sugar 

• 500g frozen raspberries 
FOR THE GANACHE 

• 180g white chocolate, 
finely chopped 

• 250ml single cream 

FOR THEMASCARPONE CREAM 

• MOgmascarpone 

• 80g icing sugar, sifted 

• 1 teaspoon vanilla bean paste 

• 375ml single cream 


• To make the jelly, place the gelatine and 125ml of 
the cranberry juice in a bowl and stir to combine. 
Set aside for 5 minutes, or until the gelatine has 
been absorbed. Place the remaining cranberry 
juice and the sugar in a saucepan over a medium 
heat and stir until the sugar has dissolved. Bring 
to the boil and cook for 1 minute. Remove from 
the heat, add the gelatine mixture and stir to 
combine. Set aside to cool for 20 minutes. Pour 
the jelly mixture into the base of a 4-litre-capacity 
glass dish and add the frozen berries. Refrigerate 
for 4-5 hours, or overnight, until set. 

• To make the ganache, place the chocolate in a 
small saucepan over a low heat and stir frequently 
until melted and smooth. Remove from the heat 
and add 60ml of the cream in a thin, steady 
stream, stirring constantly until well combined. 
Pour the mixture into a bowl and refrigerate until 
just cold. Whisk the remaining cream until stiff 
peaks form, add the cooled chocolate mixture 
and fold through to combine. 

• To assemble, spoon the ganache over the jelly 
and smooth with a palette knife. Dip the sponge 
fingers in the orange-flavoured liqueur and layer 
over the ganache. To make the mascarpone 
cream, place the mascarpone, sugar, vanilla 
paste and cream in a bowl and whisk until soft 
peaks form. Spoon over the sponge fingers and 
top with the fresh raspberries to serve. 




Raspberry and white 
chocolate trifle 


Serves 6-8 

• 250gcold unsalted butter, chopped 

• l60g icing sugar, sifted 

• 225g plain flour, sifted 

• 75grice flour, sifted 

• 1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

• l60g raspberry jam 

• icing sugar, extra for dusting 

• Preheat the oven to 180°C/gas mark 4. Place 
the butter, icing sugar, plain flour, rice flour 
and vanilla extract in a food processor and 
blend until the dough just comes together. 
Divide the dough in half, cover one piece 
with clingfilm and place in the refrigerator. 
Roll out the remaining piece between two 
sheets of non-stick baking paper to 4mm 
thick. Refrigerate for 30 minutes, or until 
firm. Using different sized star-shaped pastry 
cutters, cut out stars from the rolled dough, 
reserving the leftover pieces. Place the stars 
on a baking tray lined with non-stick baking 
paper and refrigerate for 10-15 minutes, or 
until firm enough to handle. 

• Combine the leftover dough with the 
remaining chilled dough and, using the back 
of a spoon, press it into the base of a lightly 
greased 20 x 30cm tin lined with non-stick 
baking paper. Spread the jam over the dough 
and top with the stars, overlapping them 
slightly. Bake for 20-25 minutes, or until lightly 
golden. Allow to cool completely in the tray 
and dust with the extra icing sugar to serve.
